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Commissioners Select Depositories 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Nov. 24, 
at the Courthouse in Enterprise, and 
held a short, but very interesting 
meeting. Present at the meeting were 
Commissioners Jack Hornsby, Rex 
Boutwell, Gilmer Grant, Don Smith, 
Bennie Beckham and Max Reeves, 
along with Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer, County Engineer Bill McClain 
and Clerk Brunease Winston. Also 
present at the meeting were com- 
missioners-elect Billy Eagerton, Marvin 
Bowden and Eugene Bradley. 

The first order of business was to 
open bids on two cars to be used by the 
Sheriff's Department. Bids were 
received from: City Auto Sales 
$15,781.60 & $16,388.20 (police 
package); Ed Sherling Ford - $15,840 & 
$15,850 (police package), and Bernie 
Hughes Lincoln Mercury - $15,680.54 
(police package). , 

Sheriff Brice Paul examined the 
bids, and rejected the bids from both 
Bernie Hughes and City Auto Sales 
because their cars did not include 
“split-bench seats’’, an item asked for 
in the specifications. Only two bids met 
all specifications, and the low bid from 
Ed Sherling Ford was accepted for the 
cars with a police package. The vote was 
not unanimous, however, as Comm. 
Rex Boutwell was opposed to purchas- 
ing the cars with the special police 
package. 

Bids were also opened for pest 
control service at the county's 12 
buildings for the coming year. Bids 
were received from: Pesto Pest Control - 
$140 per month; Elco Pest Control - $96 
per month; Copter Pest Control - 84.50 
per month, and Kersey’s Termite - $125 
per month. The commission voted 


- unanimously to accept the low bid. 
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Judge Sawyer reported he had sent 
out letters for invitations to make a 
proposal for architectural work on a new 
jail to be built in Enterprise. A total of 
23 firms were included in the mailing, 
which included questions to determine 
the best qualified firm. The deadline to 
receive proposals will be Dec. 15, 

The Forest Investment Corporation, 
a firm which builds housing develop- 
ments, asked the commission (in the 
form of a letter) for a tax exemption for 
property owned in Enterprise. The 
commission didn’t completely under- 
stand the request, but agreed the firm 
didn’t take the proper steps in seeking 
the exemption and put off the matter for 
further study. 

County Engineer Bill McClain asked 
for permission to invite for bids for 
liquid asphalt and rocks to be used in 
patching county roads. The permission 
was granted, and the bids will be 
opened on Dec. 8. 

Judge Sawyer reminded the com- 
mission it needs to name a County 
Depository on or before the first 
Monday in December (Dec. 1), and 
suggested it be done at the current 
meeting. Comm. Rex Boutwell made a 
motion to name the Elba Exchange 
Bank, People’s Bank, Citizen’s Bank 
and Enterprise Banking Company as 
depositors. The deposits would remain 
as is, with the General Fund in the 
Enterprise Banking Company, except 
the Gasoline Fund would be moved to 
the Elba Exchange Bank to be in 
additional to the Revenue Sharing 
Funds. The 3R Money (added 4 cents 
gas tax) will be kept in The People’s 
Bank, while the Citizen’s Bank will be 
used if needed. The motion was passed 
unanimously. The funds now total 


So 


$288,000 in the Enterprise Banking 
Company, $261,000 in the Elba 
faxchange Bank and $35,000 in The 
People’s Bank. 

Tax Assessor Mack McKinney was 
back before the commission and pre- 
sented detailed breakdown on the funds 
that would be needed from each County 
Agency to reimburse him the $30,000 he 
asked for to cover personal losses 
incurred during the tax re-appraisal 
program. The breakdown went as 
follows: County Commission - $12,900; 
Enterprise - $8,850; Elba - $600; New 
Brockton - $90; Kinston - $60, and the 
three school boards - $7,500. 

“I have asked the biggest 3 
contributors and they stated they would 
pay their share upon request of the 
county commission,’’ said McKinney. 
‘No one said no! I would like you to act 
today, one way or another. I have 
mortgaged my home and land to run my 
office, and since I'll go on Social 
Security in a couple months, I don’t 
know how I'll be able to pay the notes 
off. It would be d: nice Christmas 
present.”’ . 

‘IT spent $7,900 preparing car tags 
when I took office and didn’t receive 1 
cent in commission,’’ added McKinney. 
“I didn't know I wouldn’t get paid, or 
have to share my commission with the 
previous assessor. I need to know 
something so I can make arrangements 
at the bank. 

The commission took no action, and 
while leaving, McKinney, bid the 
commission ‘‘Happy Thanksgiving.” 

In Monday’s final action, Judge 
Sawyer stated applications for Tax 
Appraiser would be accepted until Dec. 
1, at 10:00 A.M., and that four 


applications had already been received.

Dave Owens Killed In Accident 


A car-pickup truck collision Saturday 
afternoon took the life of the truck 
driver and critically injured two of the 
three occupants of the car. 

At 4:34 the Elba police reported the 
collision on Highway 87, Samson High- 
way, about two miles south of Elba and 


requested a rescue squad. One minute 


later the request was expanded to a 
need for all three rescue units, the fire 
truck and the coroner. 

Dave Owens, age 47, and driver of 
the pickup truck, was driving north on 
87 with an aliminum boat in the back of 
his truck. His parents live in Samson 
and he lived in Elba. He was killed 
instantly. 

The black Trans Am, driven by Ray 
Charles Brown, age 25, was driving 
south at a high rate of speed, according 
to police reports. The two vehicles 
collided in a curve about two miles 


south of town. 
Injured in the accident besides the 


drivers was Joe Lewis White, who was 
in the back seat of the Trans Am. A 
juvenile who reportedly was in the front 
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Lawmakers Demand Investigation 


Representative Jimmy Holley of 
Elba, and Senator Wallace Miller of 
Enterprise. have. publie'y- called for 


‘Humana, Inc., ‘‘to get wut of Enter- 


prise.’’ The firm operates the Coffee 
General Hospital under an agreement 
described by Miller as a lease-purchase 
from the City of Enté@prise. The state 
lawmakers accused the firm of gross 
overcharging of patients in the down- 
town hospital. 

Friday morning in a press confer- 
ence at the Enterprise City Hall the two 
lawmakers pointed out case after case of 
overcharging by the hospital. They told 
of the firm reporting a net profit of 
26.23% in the 3rd quarter, and with an 
average bed occupancy of 47%. The 
firm reported a net profit of $281,750, 
Miller said. 


Hospital supplies itemized on the 
bills of patients also came in for a spot 
in the criticism. Miller pointed out an 
actual charge to a patient of $183.40 for 
two butterfly stitches that cost $3.75 a 
hundred! He added that Coffee General 
got more greedy by charging $12.30 for 
an enema bucket that cost them 58 
cents; $14.80 for a 60-cent shave prep 
tray; $18.50 for a prep tray that cost 60 
cents; and $127.50 for four Heparin 
shots that cost a total of $5.40. 


The information and displays pre- 
sented by the pair showed a charge of 
$1,197.25 for a stay of 1 hour and 22 
minutes before the patient died. 
Another charge displayed was for a 
tetanus shot. . . cost $60.70. 


Miller told the assembled members 
of the news media, ‘‘I want you all to 
pay particular attention to this because 
this is so staggering that Jim and I 
really couldn't believe it.”’ 

He showed copies of a bill given to a 
heart patient who was in the hospital for 
four days with a kidney stone, and his 
bill for the drugs alone was $1248. 
Later, after the patient had filed a

complaint and returned to the hospital 
for the same ailment and received the 
same medicine for the same four days, 
the drug bill and other items dropped 
drastically. Miller said that, after news 
of their request for an investigation hit 
the papers and the airways, the man 
received a call that there had indeed 
been. an error of $1,099 in his bill. 
Earlier he had been told, ‘‘Why are you 
worrying - you don’t have to pay it 
yourself,’’ apparently indicating it was 
covered by insurance. 


Emergency room charges are also 
the highest in the area at Coffee 
General, according to Miller. He said 
the average in the area was $14.92 and 
Coffee General charges at least $52. 


TV newsman George 


A unit of blood costs $44.17 at the 
highest price in the area. . . except'at 
Coffee General where it costs $78.00, 
Miller's charts indicated. 


One bill exhibited by the lawmakers 
showed a charge of $167.60 for use of 
the emergency room after an accident. 
The patient was in the room for 30 
minutes and the doctor’s charges were 
in addition to this. A patient in the 
coronary unit for 31 days received a bill 
for $63,595.14. 

“The people of Enterprise and the 
Wiregrass have lost faith in Humana, 
and we want them out of town."’

Officers Gary Brown 
and Freddie Hanchey turned around 
and followed the car, first reporting it 
had stopped at the intersection of 84 
and 87. Upon arriving at the 
intersection, they discovered the car 
had continued, and they reportedly 
drove on down the highway themselves 
and found the accident. 

~~ Earlier reports that the police were 
in hot pursuit were countered by a 
statement given to law officers by the 
jueenmile in the car. He said they saw the 


police car turn around but thought they 
had lost it when they turned south on 
87. In other words, he didn’t attribute 
their speed to the police car minutes 
behind them on the same highway. 
Brown was transferred to Montgom- 
ery by the Elba Rescue Squad later in 
the evening, and is in serious condition. 
White was transferred to Dothan by 
another Elba Rescue unit the same day. 
The juvenile suffered only minor cuts 
and bruises, and was not hospitalized, 


The accident was investigated by 
Trooper R.W. Whitworth. He was 
assisted by Corporal Parker and the 
Elba Police Department and the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department. Three 
units of the Elba Rescue Squad, the 
Elba Fire Department and Coroner 
Marvin Mellwain assisted at the scene. 

State troopers reported early this 
week that the accident is still under 
investigation.
